The  1923  wheat  prod-jLctica  in  31  Nortlienx  Hemisphere  co^intries  in  now 
reported  at  5,194,470,000  bushels,  an'.increase  of  G.6  per  cent  oyer  the 
2,  b^PG,  189 ,000  'b\;.sho].n  produced  in  these  countries  in  1927,  when  thsy  repre- 
sented nea.rly  85  v^cr  cent  of  the  estinated  world  crop  outside  of  Russia  and

bushels,  and  increase  of  52i5,000  bushels  over  the  previc-as  estimate,  but 
7,755,000  busnels  or .nearly  15  per  cent  b^lew  the  192?  production.

Some  rain  fell  over  nprtriwe stern  Russia  and. central  and  northern 
Europe,  being  heaviest  in  P.oland,  the  Baltic  cooT.tries,  Yug-oslavia  and 
northern  Italy,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Poreign  Service  cf  the  Bureau 
of  iigricultijr-al  Economics  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steero  at 
Berlin.     Elsev/here  in  Europe,  especially  in  Prance,  there  are  complaints 
of  drougnt.    Early  in  the  season  the  condition  cf  the  grain  crops  in  north- 
western Europe  gave  inaications  of  a  below  average  crop,  but  new  un.^fficial 
estimates  have  been  raised  and  in  Sweden  en  above  average  crop  is  expected.

3, 1S3 ,2o" ,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  11. S  per  cent  over  that  for  the  same 
co-;aatries  la.at  year.  The  first  estimate  of  the  1?28  cats  crop  in  England 
and  Wales  has  been  raised  by  mor-^  trian  600,000  bushels  to  95,480,000  bush- 
els, an  increase  of  1.5  per  cent  over  that  of  1927  .  '^e  earlier  8Stima"De 
for  Ger::ia.ny  has  been  increased  by  approi.im.ately  2,700,000  bushels  to 
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426,007,;'00  "bu-shels,  which  is  still  2,6'  'ver  Gent  below  last  year's  h-arvest. 
The  earlier  Hungarian  estinates  have  heen  revised  upward  slightly  to 
23, 23", 000  hushels.    Production  for  the  19  European  countries  reported 
has  "been  increaped,  therefore,  to  3, 1&3,266 ,000  "bushel??,  11.6  per  cent 
more  than  for  the  sai-ie  countries  in  1927. 

The  second  officia,!  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  oats  in  Argentina 
is  nearly  400,000  acres  above  the  first  estiraate,  or  3,599,000  acres,  T^hich 
is  alnost  14  per  cent  ahove  the  sowings  for  last  year,  and  the  largest 
acreage  on  record  there.    For  detailed  tables  on  acreage  and  production, 
see  pages  555  a.nd  557. 

The  condition  of  oats  in  Denmark  improved  steadily  during  the 
period  from  July  1  to  Septcmher  1,  being  equal  to  the  average  of  the 
past  ten  years  on  the  latter  date. 

In  Manitoba  40  to  45  per  cent  of  the  new  crop  oats  had  heen  threshed 
by  the  niddle  of  Septenher,  giving  promise  of  an  ai^crage  of  about  40  bush- 
els to  the  acre.  In  Saskatchewan  there  aas  heen  some  frost  da^iage,  which 
will  reduce  grades,  but  which  will  not  especially  affect  yields  except . for 
late  feeding  oats.  Ahout  35  per  cent  of  the  oats  had  "been  threshed  lisrhere 
hy  the  middle  of  Septeraher,  while  in  Alberta  ahout  35  per  cent  had  heen 
comxDleted. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  21  were  1,985,000  bushels  against  1,212,000  hushels  at 
the  same  tim.e  last  year.  Oats  were  in  good  dcm.and  (""jiaring  tke  week,  hut  the 
offerings  were  limited,  the  receipts  during'  the  week  amounting  to  only. 
867,000  hushels.  T'^tal  receipts  of  oats  at  Port  'filliam.,  Port  Arthur,  and. 
Vancouver  since  Auj^o-st  1  have  totaled  only  1,207,000  hushels  compared  with 
shipment 3  of  2,724,000  bushels. 

The  combined  exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,   Canada,  Argen- 
tina, and  the  Danuoian  countries  f ro m  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available 
total  12,236,000  hushels,  a  third  more  than  for  the  same  periods  last  year. 
The  export  of  756,000  hushels  of  oats    from  the  United  States  for  the  week 
ended  Se^.temher  22,  while  slightly  helow  ex-ports  for  the  preceding  week,  is 
much  larger  than  most  of  the  weekly  exports  c'uring  the  last  few  years.  Por

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TOBACCO 

Chinese  cigarette   hisiness  shews  itr.provement 

The  cigarette  "business  shored  a  distinct  improvement  in  JTorthern 
China  in  Augrast  and  Septemher  as  a  result  of  the  quieting -do^  in  milltp.ry 
.cpera,tions ,  according  to  a  cahle  to  the  Foreign  3ervice  of  the  Eurepoi  of 
Agricultural  Sconomics  frrtm  Agrlc-O-ltural  CorrLTiissi:?ner  Paul  0.  llyhuc,  at 
Shanghai.     The  business,  however,  is  still  handicapped        the  crippling  of 
the  already  inadequa.te  transportation  facilities,  due  to  the  taking  of  a 
good  deal  of  rolling  st'-^ck  hy  the  retreating  ITortherners  into  Manchuria. 
It  is  reported,  however,  that  the  Manchurian  authorities  have  promised  tc 
return  some  of  the  rolling  stock  and  in  vie;?  of  the  recent  developments 
this  may  occur  at  an  early  date  and  help  hiisi-iess  materially.  Efforts  rf 
the  llariking  authorities  -to  introduce  the  20-1/3  per  cent  consolidated  cigar- 
ette tax,  which  has  proved  satisfactoi-y  to  all  •"oncerned  in  the  South  '^f 
China,  has  met  with  resistance  on  the  pe.rt  of  the  tax  collecting  hureaiis 
of  the  various  military  fadtions.    At  present  a  dealer  tax  of  ahout  40  per 
("ent  is  general  in  the  Forth.     In  Manchuria  the  cigarette  business  gains 
steadily.     Better  quality  and  higher  priced  cigarettes  are  sold  there,  due 
to  the  fact  tha,t  it  is  a  wealthier  ccxitry.     The  cigarette  business  in 
China  has  demonstrated  its  vitality  during  the  past  two  .years  by  its  per- 
sistenee  and  recovery  ^onder  taxation  and  other  difficulties,  so  that  the 
outlook  is  encouraging  if  order  is  restored,   states  Mr,  ITyhus. 

Production  ■^f  tobacco  in  Ci;tarioi,_  Canada 

A  decrease  of  about  5,000,000  or  7,000,000  pounds  is  expected  in 
this  year's  tobacco  crop  cf  southwestern  Or.taric,  according  to  a  report 
from  GCnsul  Paul  C.  Squire  at  lYindscr  on  September  18,  1923.  Southwestern 
Ontario  comprises  the  "bulk  of  Canadian  tobacco  acreage,  about' 30,000  acr«s 
rf  a  total  of  44,000  acres  in  1927.     The  decreased  production  is.  attributed 
tc  the  reduction  of  acreage  in  those  diw^tricts  where  tobacco  growing  ex- 
panded last  year,  ^rith  the  consequent  overproduction  and  marketing  diffi- 
culties.    Ths  diminished  yield  this  year  is  for  the  most  part  in  the  Burldy^ 
type,  which  constitutes  the  bulk  of  Ontario  production,  22,^^85,000  pounds, 
-ut  cf  a  total  of  35,622,000  pounds  in  1927,  and  which  largely  accounted 
for  the  expansion  of  tobacco  acreage  and  production  in  that  year,  ^is 
year's  Burley  crop  is  estimated  in  the  neighborhood  of  15,000,000  poimds. 
Plue-cured  tobacco  is  expected  to  yield  about  7.500  pounds  as  against 
6,200,000  pounds  last  year,  but  a  part  of  this  year's  crop  has  been  dan- 
aged  by  excessive  rainfall.     There  will  be  about  6,000,000  pounds  cf  dark 
tobacco,  as  against  7,000,000  pounds  last  year.     About  one- third  of  the 
dark  tobacco  is  of  the  fire-cured  type. 
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Turkish  tobacco  crop  red'aced 

A  smaller  totaocj  crop  is  (5xfected  this  year  in  T^arkey,  due  to  a 
reducticn  of  --izrce.g^e^  according  t'>  the  monthly  circular  of  the  Ottoman 
Dank  for  July-August  192B.  The  1S2P  production  is  not  expected  to  ex- 
ceed 77, ,000, COO  pcvjids  as  against  121,000,000  pounds  in  1927,  according 
to  this  so^arce.  This  yetir's  reduction  of  acreage  is  attributed  by  the 
Bank  to  the  bad  market  for  th?  previous  crop  when  many  stocks  were  sold 
at  a  loss. 


SUGAR 

The  estimated  world  production  of  raw  sugar  for  the  season  j'ust 
ended  is  now  estimated  at  27,987,000  short  tons,  or  5  per  cent  above  the 
crop  of  26,409,000  short  tons  produced  in  1926-27.      The  crops  produced 
during  the  past  year  surpasses  also  the  record  crop  of  27,727,000  short 
tons  produced  in  1925-26,     The  large  crop  produced  during  the  1927-23 
season  is  m.ostly  accounted  for  by  the  beet  sugar  crop,  which  totaled 
9,778,000  short  t-^ns  com.pared  with  8,455,000  short  tons  produced  during 
the  previous  season.     In  spite  of  the  crop  restriction  in  Cuba,  the  cane 
sugar  crop  was  well  above  -chat  of  1926-27,  but  fell  about  500,000  short 
tons  below  the  record  cr'-'p  produced  during  the  1925-26  season.  Among 
cane  sugar  producing  areas,  the  t'.tal  production  i  n  North  ,  Central  and 
South  America  and  the  West  Indies  fell  below  that  of  1926-27,  while  Asia, 
Africa,  and  Oceania  produced  crops  above  the.  previous  season.    World  pro- 
duction of  sugar  is  s-ummarized  on  page  552« 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  Cuba  reports  that  15,530,000  sh»rt 
tons  of  sugar  cane  were  left  uncut  in  the  fields  during  the  1927-28  sugar 
campaign,  according  to  a  trade  paper.  It  is  estimated  that  this  amount  of 
cane  W'.ald  produce  r  oughly  l,6i-0,000  short  tons  of  raw  sugar.  The  figure 
does  net  include  uncut  cane  for  a  few  of  the  larger  mills  nor  burned  or 
damaged  cane,  according  to  the  report.

Butter  imports  lighter  and  prices  higher  in  Great  Britain 

Imports  of  hutter  during  -August  totalled  65,570,000  pounds  against 
67,894,000  pounds  in  July  of  this  year.      As  compared  with  ■A.ugust  of  last 
year  this  is  an  increase,  however,  of  27  per  oent  in  volume  of  imports. 
While  the  i-rice  of  "best  Danish  has  advanced  more  during  September  this  year 
than  last,  Colonial  butter  has  remained  ijnchanged  as  compared  with  an  ad- 
vance of  several  cents  over  that  transition  period  of  last  year.     Cheese  im- 
ports were  heavier  than  July  and  a  year  ago,  owing  to  the  considerably  in- 
creased Canadian  sup-plies  now  arriving  in  Great  Britain  supplemented  by  well- 
maintained  Hew  Zealand  shipments.    August  imports  totalled  36,834,000  pounds 
against  25,002,Cr'0  y^ounds  in  July  and' 32, 439, 000  pounds  in  August  ,  1927.

■  .  Pro.spects  for  record  ^dairy  season  in  -Australia 

At  the  clcse  of  the  third  consecrative  year  of  comparatively  light 
dairy  production  in  Au'">' ;.  alia,  indications  are  that  the  1928-29  season 
may  prove  to  he  one  of  the  periodic  record  years.      The  seasonal  years 
of  peak  production  within  the.  dairy  region  of  Australia  as  a  whole  have 
tended,  over  a  Iotlq  period,  to  he  separated  hy  intervals  of  three  or 
four  years.     Australia's  record  production  and  exportation  of  hutter  to 
date  was  reached  four  years  ago  when  in  1924—25  the  surplus  amounted  to 
145  million  pounds,  or  twice  as  much  as  in  cither  of  the  last  two  years. 
This  volume  of  export  v^^as  mached  after  an  interval  of  three  years  fol- 
lowing the  previous  record  of  127  million  pounds  in  1921-22.     On  the  hasis 
of  such  tendency,  it  would  he  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  1928-29  season 
might  prove  to  he  one  of  much  heavier  output  than  that  of  recent  ;years. 
■^Tid  as  the  new  season  opens,  conditions  appear  generally''  ideal  for  pasture 
growth  and  for  its  utilization  hy  well-wintered  cows.     The  past  season, 
although  unf avoTcihle  as  a  whole  was  so  much  improved  generally  hy  "suh- 
soil  rains"  during  the  last-  months  as  to  .'provide  unusually,  well  for 
feed  during  the  winter  months  of  June,  July,  and  Augiist. 

Conditions  very  favorable  for  new. season  in  New  Zealand 

Dairy  production  in  New  Zealand  during  the  seasonal  year  ended 
July  31,  1928,  exceedpd  1y  2.6  per  cent  the  record  output  of  the  pre- 
ceding season,  notwithstanding  the  midseason  drought  which  for  several 
months  of  the  year  just   closed  seriously  retarded  pasture  growth.  This 
increase  was  the  more  notable  because  of  the  remarkable  increaEc  of 
10.5  per  cent  in  the  previous  season  p.s  ccmpared  with  1925-26.     The  new 
season  now  ppening  is  in  every  way  favorable  tr  heavy  production,  ac- 
cording to  latest  available  information.     An  editoria,l  in  the  New  Zealand 
Dalr3.Tnan  of  Atigiist  20  refers  to  the  "exemplary  winter"  just  ended,  as 
"mild  to  a  degree  and  -  ccompanied  by  an  a-lmost  uninterrupted  grov/th  of 
grass  promising  an  opening  of  the  new  season  \inder  the  best  of  condi- 
tions. " 
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Evidence  of 'reduced  n"uin"bers  of  bogs  in  most  European 'Countries  of 
importance  in  the  international  pork  trade  is  accumulating.     The  July  cen- 
sus -^f  hogs  in  Denmark  indicates  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  in  the  numher 
of  hogs  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  census  last  year.    Previous  re- 
views have  pointed  out  reductions  in  hog  numhers  in  Germany  and  the  Nether- 
lands.    In  the  United  Kingdom  the  June  census  showed  an  increase  over  1927 
of  6  per  cent  in  the  total  numher  of  swine,  but  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  in 
brood  sows.     Large  supplies  of  cured  and  fresh  pork 'characterize  the  Srit- 
ish  market  at  present.     The  Sex)tember  price  of  Danish  bacon  in  Liverpool 
averaged  3  per  cent  under  Augij-St,     In  Germany  the  'Hamburg  la.r'fl  market  wafe 
higher  in  Septamber,     The  price  of  hogs  in  Berlin  showed  a  decline  as  com- 
pared with  August,  but  war,  slightly  above  the  September  1927  average'.  See 
tables  on  page  534  and  following,  '  '  ' 

Great    Britain  .,*    .  .  * 

Larger  domestic  marketings  of  hogs,   increased  receipts  of  British 
and  Irish  pork  at  London  Central  markets,  and  increased  imports  of  bacon 
were  the  outstanding  features  of  the  British  pork  situation  in  August. 
The  heavier  pork  supplies  were  reflected  in  the  decline  in  the  price  of 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides  at  Liverpool  from  an  August  average  of  $25.20  per 
100  pounds  to  $24.44  during  September,     Imports  of  bacon  from,  all  sources 
except  Canada  were  larger  in  Aug^ast  than  in  July  and  have  been  exceeded  in 
the  present  season  only  in  Mardi.     Total  imports  of  bacon  for  the  season 
November  to  August  reac'ned  840,n00,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  8  per  cent 
over  the  corresponding  period  in  1926-27,  and  14  per  cent  over  the  average 
of  the  five  preceding  seasons.     Increased  takings  from  Denmark  and  other 
Continental  countries  account  for  the  larger  total  as  imports  from  the 
United  States  and  Canada  show  a  considerable  decline.     Imnorts  of  ham  also 
showed  an  increase  in  Augast  over  July  ^nd  the  total  for  the  season  through 
August  was  slightly  above  1926-27,  although  34  per  cent  below  the  average 
imports  for  the  five  preceding  seasons.     Stocks  of  bam,  bacon  and  shoulders 
at  Liverpool  reflect  the  larger  August  imports,  standing  at  5,391,000 
pounds  at  the  end  of  th°  month  against  3,799,000  on  July  31  this  year  and 
3,960,000  pounds  onAug^ast  31,  1927. 

While  bacon  supplies  showed  an  increase,  lard  supplies  fell  off  dur- 
ing August  and  lard  prices  in  Great  Britain  advanced.     Lard  imports  in  Aug- 
ust totaled  21,844,000  pounds  agaiiat  24,677,000  pounds  in  August.  The 
total  imports  for  th^  se^.son,  however,  continiie  well  above  the  preceding' 
season  and  stocks  of  refined  Inrd  at  Liverpool  at  the  end  of  August,  while 
below  July  31,  were  30  per  cent  higher  than  on. August  31  last  year.

The  aver- 
aro.  price        potatoes  in  Breslau  Y/as  94  cents  per  100  pounds  in  A'u.giast 
against  C-2  cents  last  year,  Thile  harley  averaged  $2.32  per  100  pcunds  in 
Leipzig  af^ainst  $2.23  in  Au^ast,  1927.

The  August  index  number  cf  all  principal  agric^altural  exports  amounted 
to  75  as  compared  with  105  and  94  during  -August  1925  and  1927  respectively. 
This  figare  indicates  about  the  usuixl  seasonal  inaprovement  over  the  preceding 
month,  hut  is  low  in  comparison  with  any  corresponding  month  of  the  last  14 
years.    Reduced  exports  of  cotton,  i)ork,lai!d  and  tobacco  all  contributed  to 
lower  the  index. 

Cotton  e.xports  were  lower  than  for  any  month  since  July  1925.  Grains 
and  grain  products  showed  considerable  improvement  over  July  of  this  year,  a 
result  of  the  marketing?:  of  the  new  wheat'  crop,  but  with  the  exception  of  1925, 
exports  were  lower  than  for  -".ny  August  since  1917,    Meats  and  meat  products, 
while  a  little  better  than  the  same  month  a  year  ago,  were  also  iow  in  compar- 
ison with         preceding  seasons.    The  index  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  was  82, 
or  lower  than  for  any  Augiast  during  the  last  10  years.    Dairy  products  ',vere 
better  than  for  the  tv/o  preceding  months  and  showed  an  advance  over  the  same 
month  of  1925  and  1927.     Fruits  and  vegetables  made  a  record  export  for  this 
season  of  the  year,  reflecting  a  heavier  foreign  demand  for  fresh  apples, 
dried  apricots,  pn.tnos  and  raisins.
